THE EARLY HISTORY OF THE ST. JOHNS Woob 
SYNAGOGUE, 

Sirk,—On reading your report of the meeting of the Council-of the United 
Synagogue on the 17th inst. (from which | was absent), | observe that Sir 
Samuel Montagu in referring to my recommendation to ereet an iron building 
for the Hambro’ Synagogue, stated that he had found the putting up of the 
original iron building of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue to be “ sheer waste of 
money. I have an intimate knowledge of the circumstances under which that 
iron synagogue was erected and carried on, and while acknowledging to the 
full the generous and invaluable matenmal and moral co-operation which the 
founders of the St. John’s Wood Synagogue received from Sir S. Montagu, | 
must say that he is entirely oblivious of the facts, which point to an exactly 
opposite conclusion to that at which he appears to have arrived. 

The St. John’s Wood Synagogue was founded under circumstances of 
considerable difticulty in 1876, when the funds at the disposal of the Committee 
amounted to £2,600; and they obtained an advance from the United Synagogue 
of £1,000, With this sum, they purchased the freehold site for £3,150, and 
erected in the rear garden the iron synagogue, leaving the residence to be 
occupied by the Minister, the late Rev. S. Landeshut, 

The Executive Committee in their report on the required grant of £1,000, 
observed :— 

“The Executive Committee consider the new principle introduced by the Committee 


- of the ide nen synagogue to be highly commendable. If the means were forthcoming, it 


would undoubtedly be preferable at once to erect a permanent edifice, but the number of 
kindred claims concurrently pressing on the community is 60 great that the modest plan of 
the Committee at St. John's Wood is very praiseworthy. ‘The iron structure proposed 
will be opened free from debt, if the Council vote the sum of £1,000, and the founders 
hope at a future period to replace it by a permanent synagogue.” 

When the synagogue was opened, it was found difficult to obtain 50 male 
seatholders, and I well remember that the Committee incurred the reproaches 
of the Vice-Presidents of the United Synagogue for having founded a synagogue 
in a neighbourhood which was not ripe for it. 

However, year by year, the synagogue and the Jewish population of the 
neighbourhood grew, but it was only after a lapse of five years, that the Com- 
mittee felt justified in appealing to the Council and tne community to assist 
them in erecting a permanent edifice, 

During this period of adolescence, the St. John’s Wood Synagogue paid to 
the United Synagogue amounts reaching in the aggregate about £900, a sum not 
far from double the net cost of the iron building, the erection of which Sir S. 
Montagu considers ‘ sheer waste of money.” 

The experience of the flourishing Dalston Synagogne, which commenced 
with an iron structure seven years before it was in a position to obtain the 
support of the Council for the erection of a permanent building, and that of 
the recently admitted South Hackney Synagogue, forcibly illustrates not only 
the advantage, but the necessity of testing the capabilities of suburban districts - 


and it is only because I regret to see the policy of these careful beginnings 


brought into question, that I have reluctantly ventured: to trouble you with 
this communication,

that, if that same critic conceals himself in the ambush of an anonymous appel- 
lation, he is a coward as well. si 

Now, to fight with an enemy, who is also a coward, is a thing I do not relish, 
since I do not know to what mean and unexpected devices of attack he may 
resort, Therefore, I leave such alone. 

But the foregoing does not apply to the uncalled-for remarks concerning me 
reported in your columns as having been uttered at a meeting of the Council of 
the United Synagogue by Mr. Ellis A. I’ranklin, 

For any individual to state that a man engaged in a public work such as I 
have the honour to carry on “has brought about the greatest scandal the com- 
munity has ever known,” is serious enough and should not be spoken without 
due deliberation and a comers knowledge that can substantiate such words ;

MR. W. ASHE PAYNE'S SILVER JUBILEE. 

Silt have read, with very yreat gratification, the Interesting article of 
my frend, Mr. S. Gelberg. BA., and as my recollections of Stepney and Mr. 
Payne's connection with the schools go back a generation farther than those of 
Mr. Gelberg, will you permit me to supplement his by mine. , 

} am not exactly an old Stepney boy, inasmuch as | was never on the 
register of the Sehool asa pupil, but Tecan call myself one of Mr. Payne’s old 
bovs as | knew him the first week he came to Stepney, have worked under him 
and with him on the teaching staff of the school, and have learned from him. 
as boy and man, many lessons which entitle him to my gratitude, respeet and 
affection, all of which he POSSECSSCS in i degree which the real old Stepney boys 
have appreciated to the extent of admitting me to the Stepney fellowship, 
Twenty-five years ago the advent of a new Headmaster to Stepney was an 
event much discussed by the boys of the school. I regret to think that the boys 
I knew discussed it on the Almemmar of the Great Synagogue where they 
shared with me the responsible position of chorister. The usual points, possible 
and impossible. of a new master were discussed as boys always have discussed 
and always will discuss them. But the particular point that I distinetly remem- 
ber as engaging the attention of the boys who were to be Mr. Payne's pupils 
was the fact that the new Headmaster was not a Jew but a Christian. There 
is an Gld saying that “ As the old hum, the young sing,” and there is no doubt 
that the speculations of my youthful colleagues (the best voices of the choir 
always came from Stepney in those days) simply echoed the feeling of many of 
their elders that the appointment of a Christian to the Headmastership of a 
Jewish school was a matter for some question. Well, Mr. Payne arrived and 
took the measure of Stepney boys and gauged the extent of his Opportunities 
He had a quick eye for the Jewish faults and the Jewish virtues, He looked 
around the little room where his class was gathered and told the lads the very 
first week that he was going to make men of them, and that he was to receive 
their help “and no shirking.” Few of the managers of the school, in. those 
days, imagined the gigantic institution which now exists, with ta teeming 
attendances and the multitude of disappointed parents for whose children Sh aaah 
is no room to be found, Mr, Payne did, however, and never lost sight of his 
high ideal until he succeeded in making it into a reality, ° 

The boys first found out that the new master had a painful insistence on 
work and was wedded to truth and good feeling. He had the real father’s heart 
for the boys, and very soon had a champion in every one of his pupils. What 
impressed the lads more than anything mH was the respect that this Christian 
had for everything Jewish. ‘They had to explain every Jewish Feast and Fost 
all the ceremonies and traditions, and woe to the victim of Mr, Payne's wither. 
ing comments upon Jewish boys lacking in knowledge of the duties and beauties 
of their own creed, respect for things Jewish was an eve-opener the 
boys, and bis contempt for non-observance and want of interest effected far 
more good, | am in a position to say, than all the Jewish influences with which 
the boys were surrounded. Iremember the impression created when Mr. Payne 
removed the cross from off his chain. I remember, also, that a lad found break- 
ing the Sabbath would have positively enjoyed himself before the Beth Din 
compared with his feelings when he had to answer to Mr. Payne, Then Mr 
Payne invented the Stepney “Code of Honour.”

OBITUARY. 


PHILIPP P, BONN, 

The town of Frankfort-on-Main has sustained a severe loss in the untimely 
death of Herr Philipp B. Bonn, who passed away last week at the age of 5) at nis 
country seat in Kronberg, where he had gone for his health. Herr Bonn was 
always prominently connected with matters concerning the well-being of the 
town, and was a member of its Corporation; his intelligence and industrv. as 
well as his cleverness in all financial questions, rendered his services very valu- 
able. He held office from 1875 in the Corporation, and shortly after his 
election he identified himself with the Finance and School Committees, to which 
he gave unremitting attention till the time of his death, and in the intricacies of 
these and other branches he showed himself singularly adept, Though a Democrat 
at heart, he did not take an active part in polities, and was always willing to aid 
any one of his colleagues, whilst his greatest interest was given to work con- 
nected with the town. On the Bourse his loss is deeply felt also, for he held 
several honorary officers there, and was for many years a member of the Frank- 
fort Chamber of Commerce. The readiness with which he helped those in need 
of his services and came forward with advice valuable because of his clear, keen 
intellect made him a particularly popular and beloved personality, 

Jew and Gentile alike did honour: to the memory of the deceased at the 
funeral, which took place at the Jewish Cemetery on Sunday last. The eoflin 
was literally covered with wreaths and palms. Among those present may be 
mentioned Alfred v. Neufville, who represented the Chamber of Commerce : 
Leopold Sonnemann, for the Democratic Seetion of the City Couneil: the 
Burgomaster Jamin, for the City of Cronberg, for which the deceased held the 
honour of citizenship: the Rev. Pastor Singer, for the Democratic Union. 
Needless to say that Ph. Bernhard Bonn was beloved in all his family and 
friendly relations. For his was not the nature to spend all his ardour, and 
affection on the public platform, but was best known after all to those who were 
most closely connected. Indeed, despite his active public life, the deceased was 
remarkable for is unassuming and simple bearing, May hehave many to follow 
in his footsteps ! 


8. W. JOSEPHUS JITTA. 

Amsterdam Jewry has been bereft of one of its leaders, and the city itself 
of one of its foremost and most useful residents by the death. on the might of 
the 17th inst., of Heer S. W. Josephus Jitta. The deceased, who was nearly x0 
years old, had been for upwards of a quarter of a century member of the City 
Council, and rendered valuable services in) connection with the North Sea 
canal to Ymuiden. At the opening of the canal, Heer Jitta, who was already 
Knight of the Netherlands Bion, was raised to the dignity of a Commander 
of the Oaken Crown. The interests of the Jewish community were very dear 
to him. He was a member of the Central Committee for the Affairs of the 
Jews in the Netherlands, Treasurer of the Permanent Committee, and a Trustee 
of the Rabbinical Seminary in Amsterdam. :

avo. In the course of an interesting conversation, which showed his familiarity 
with English life, he earnestly recommended me to come to the opening of the 
North Sea Canal in November, 1876. It was due to his insistence that the Zimes 
had a correspondent at the opening of this great engineering work. As Duteh 
engineers have done so much for the reelamation of land and the proteetion of 
river-banks in England, it is worth remembering that the North Sea Canal was 


designed by Sir John Hawkshaw, who had the eminent assistance of Heer Justus 


Dirks in carrying it out, and was made by Messrs. Henry Lee and Son, British 
contractors ; and that Heer Jitta, the moving spirit in the financial part of this 
beneficial enterprise, and President of the company at the openiny df the eanal, 
was a Dutchman of Jewish family and religion.’ — 


ELIK LAZARD, 

M. Khe Lazard, one of the heads of the bankiny house of Lazard Brothers 
and Co., Paris and London, has died in the former city. He was a son-in-law of 
M. Michel Goudchaux, Minister of Finance under the Second Republic, and was 
one of the faithful supporters of Judaism in France, At the funeral, in addition 
to the discourse of Grand Rabbin Zadoe Kahn, an address was also delivered by 
M. Charles Ferry (brother of the late statesman, Jules Ferry), who spoke of the 
departed as a philanthropist and a man of honour in the highest acceptation of 
the word. These virtues are a tradition in « family recognised for its yenerous 
benevolence. 


ISAAC MAYER. 


The Jewish community of Metz and the Consistory of Lorraine are mourn- 
ing the death of the President of the latter body, M. Isaac Mayer, banker. The 
deceased, a man of great intelligence and energy, occupied a high place in the 
conduct of public affairs at Metz.

The monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies was held last Sunday at the 
Vestry Room of the Bayswater Synagogue, Chichester Place, Harrow Road.

The Sovicrror and Secrerary (Mr. L. Emanuel) read correspondence with 
the Reyistrar-General with reference to an irregular marriage at Ashby-de-la- 
Zouch. 


Mr. EMANUEL reported that: he had communicated to the Senate of the

at Liverpool, who were, almost without exception, foreigners, applied to him for

to marriages solemnised by a Jewish Congregation at Liverpool not having a 
registered secretary byes postponed, 

With regard to the appointment of inferpreters at Kast End Courts, the 
SonferoR and Srererary reported that the magistrates at the Thames and 
Worship Street Police Courts had made arrangements by which quasi-oftieial 
interpreters had been appointed to the exclusion of all others. ‘fhe Board, 
therefore, had to confine to the County Courts its efforts to secure the appoint- 
ment of official interpreters.

made to start a co-operative bakery in the East End. Some time ago one wy 
started as the outcome of a strike at Stratford, but it failed because it was foun: 
that they could not compete with the capitalist bakers. The biggest enemy thy 
men had to fight was not, however, capitalism, but the men within their ow: 
ranks. The workmen, united as a body, were masters of the situation, but at th: 
present time they were not masters of the situation for the simple reason that; 
good many of them lived for themselves-and themselves alone, with the resul: 
that labour suffered. ‘The local authorities of London, under the Shop Hour 
Revulation Act, are bound to see that the bakehouses are in the same sanitar 
condition as a workinan’s dwelling place. If they did not use their power, the 
only remedy was to appeal to the supreme body, the London County Couned, 
There were altogether 68 Jewish master bakers employing 1X0 men. — 

Mr. Hereerr Burrows comphmented the Jews on setting the example t 
the English Trades Uniomsts by practically adopting what the Englisl had 
been advocating for years, In Ghent there was one of the largest co-operative 
bakeries in the world, In that bakery the men did not get into the trough and 
knead the dough with dirty or sore feet. but human flesh scarcely touched the 
ingredients at all. The whole of Ghent is at the present moment practicalls 
under the control of the co-operatives of that city. There they began withs 
capital of £17, and this year the turnover was over two million francs. He 
strongly advocated placing the bakehouses under the control of the Londo 
County Council. Such a condition must be achieved by the workers using their 
political power, and as workmen they should take their share in the politica 
warfare. That could only be done by becoming citizens. He did not ask thew 
to give up their Jewish traditions or faith, but it they lived here among Englisi: 
men they ought to nationalise themselves and become English citizens.

There will, doubtless, be some statements at this bakers’ meeting which th 
masters will contradict. Certainly the masters have held no meeting and decide!

The Board of One of the most important controversies that has ever 
jedtn Marriage arisen in our community was originated at the Board of 
Registrars. Deputies, in connection with the question as to what con- 
stituted a Jewish congregation, at the time when the 
“Reform” Synagogue shortly after its establishment, applied for the certifi- 
cation of its Secretary for Registration Purposes. The appplication, it is 
notorious, was refused, and the ‘ Seceders ”’ in self-defence, were obliged to 
obtain a Private Act of Parliament giving them the right which was denied 
them by the Board of Deputies. In regard to an application from a 
newly formed body in Liverpool, styled the Beth Hamedrash, the 
Board of Deputies has been saved from maintaining an entirely untenable 
position by the resolution passed last Sunday, on the initiative of Mr. George 
Bendon and Mr. B. L. Cohen, M.P: Before certifying a Secretary for 
marriage purposes to the Registrar General, the Board satisfies. itself that 
the applicants constitute ‘‘a Jewish Synagogue.” It makes enquiry of the 
Chief Rabbi, but it is certainly ultra erires for either the Board or 
Dr. Adler to ask whether the congregation is or ‘ necessary” 
and to reject the application if other interested parties declare that the 
place of worship, in their opinion, is not required. The Beth Hamedrash 
at Liverpool has been established in the very midst of a large colony of Polish 
Jews—not ‘ unorthodox ” as the Registrar-General seems to have assumed— 
who, rightly or wrongly, decline to become attached to either of the two 
existing synagogues. Without applying for a single penny to the outside 
public, the members incurred considerable expense in punphasing a chapel 
and reconstructing it as a synagogue. In the exercise Peis udement,

The Board, which has frequent 
occasion to complain of unregistered marriages (‘ Stille Chasne’’) in the 
provinces, would stultify itself by lending its aid to arbitrary measures tending 
to provoke such objectionable proceedings.

The Immigra: immigration Law will add to the classes excluded from the 
United States “all persons physically capable and over 16 
in America. nitec States ‘all persons physically capable and over 16 
years of age who cannot read and write the English 
language, or the language of their native or resident country.” It would have 
heen preferable had the Act openly said. that it was directed ayainst the 
Russian Jews. The so-called “ Jargon” which they speak and write is not 
the language of Russia, hence a knowledge of it will not qualify the immi- 
grants to entry into America. This provision is an insult to common fair 
play. The “ Jargon "isthe language of millions, it has an extensiveand original 
literature, it has a grammar of its own. Not long since, the Clarendon Press 
contemplated the publication of a dictionary of this language, and only abandoned 
the idea from business considerations. Now, why should, say, a Hungarian 
who can speak nothing but Hungarian be a more eligible immigrant than the 
Jew who, besides his ‘* Jargon,” knows at least the elements of Hebrew? — Is 
the Jew slower to acquire a new language than, say, the Hungarian? Is the 
“Jargon” more unlike English than Hangarian is?) The Russian Jewish 
immigrants are being insulted as well as injured. It is one thing to exclude 
them, itis another to label them falsely as ‘illiterate ” because they cannot at 
once speak English. They are the first to send their children to school. How 
often are Jewish parents in the East Efd of London summoned by the Board 
School Officers ? It is notorious that the foreign immigrant Jews are very 
eager to obtain the best possible schooling for their children. We are not 
now arguing on the general subject of Immigration Laws, though we think 
such laws are mostly as intolerant as they are futile. But we protest 
against first determining to exclude the Russian Jews—and then inventing 
a libellous reason for so doing.

Sarkel, [til and 
Semender were successively occupied by the princes of Kiev. The remnant of 
these Jewish converts partly settled in the Crimea, and partly joined the 
Magyars in their march westwards. We may, therefore, recognise their descend- 
ants in the Karaites of the Crimea. Their language appears to have survived in 
the purely Tartaric dialect spoken by the Karaites. peculiar fragment of the 
Bible, written in remarkable characters, has come down to modern times, and is 
preserved in St. Petersburg. The lecturer was inclined to recognise therein the 
script used by the Chazars. As to the letters that passed between Chasdai and 
the King, the fact that Jehudah Halevi, who lived a century later, based his great 
poetical and philosophical work—the Cuzari—on them, showed that they were 
well known and believed in in his: time, the middle of the 12th century. There 


are, besides, many points in these letters which bespeak their authenticity. The 


accurate geographical knowledge of these regions which they display, the rela- 


tions between the Chazars and other Turanian nations, the form used to denote 


prayer-books (Chazanya), the route taken by. the letter, and its final delivery 
through a Jew from Nemetz (Germany), 4re all proofs of the genuineness of the 
story. In conclusion, the lecturer showed how the Jewish Chazars, who joined 
the Magyar invaders of Eastern Europe, became Knights who owned their own 
castles, and lived apart from the other Jews of Hungary. But slowly they 
became converted to Christiamty, and many of the Christian peoples of the 
Eastern Europe to-day are doubtless the descendants of Jews and Jewish con- 
verts. The final lecture would deal with various sects in South Russia, such as 
the Sabbatarians and Stundists, who are hkewise descended from Jewish 
converts, 


BARON HENRI DE ROTHSCHILD. | 


[FROM A BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 


During his stay in our city Baron H.de Rothschild and his philanthropic 
works excited much admiration in the circles which he visited, ina it is, there- 
fore, not surprising that the press also commented in a most praiseworthy 
manner on them. The article in the Berliner Borsen Courier is, therefore, of 
more than passing interest, especially to us Jews. Itruns as follows: ‘ Edel sei 
der Mensch, hulfreich, and gut” (One should be noble, ready to help and good.) 
Unfortunately these beautiful words of our great poet are to-day more word 
than deed ; often quoted, often wrongly quoted, and yet rarely applied. Charity 
abounds it is true, yet how often is it used only asa stepping stone to gain, title. 
decorations, ete. .Most of our great benefactors only wish to see their names 
in print, and believe when they have given a certain sum of money they have 
done enough, nay more than enough. The means and the will to do good are 
very rarely united, and it is all the more chs al be when such a being crosses 
our path, and such a being is Baron Henri de Rothschild, who stayed here for 
a few days to study and acquire more knowledge for the building of a new hos. 
pital in his native town. 

One is charmed by the appearance of the Baron ; he is somewhat above the 
middle height, and inclined to corpulency ; his face is framed by a dark brown 
beard, and his.eyes beam friendliness and benevolence. Somewhat reserved in 
his manner, on closer acquaintanceship he becomes friendly and almost confiden- 
tial. He speaks German exceedingly well, although with a foreign accent. 
From his dress one can judge the simplicity of his whole character. Nothing 
betrays his exceeding wealth, no ostentation, no show, no jewellery, except his 
thin golden wedding ring on his right hand. 

Baron Henri de Rothschild studied medicine at the Paris Sorbonne, under 
Professor Budin, took his degree as M.D., and was active as “externe et interne 
des hdpitaux.” 

After completing his studies he devoted all his time, attention, and know- 
ledge to the poor, and founded in the French seaside resort, Berck-sur-Mer, « 
hospital in which yearly 15 to 20,000 persons are treated. Besides this the Baron 
maintains a hospital for diseases of children in Paris. The new and larger one, 
which he eens to erect, is to be devoted to children, but especially to the 
smallest infants, and is to contain an operating department. In order tu have it 
as complete as possible the Baron proposes visiting all the larger capitals of 
Europe with his architect, and inspecting the hospitals, 

In Berlin he visited Professors Gasserow, Olshausen, Landau, and Baginsky. 
His most detailed attention he devoted to the ‘ Emperor and Empress Frederick's 
Hospital for Children,” directed by our coreligionist, Professor Baginsky. Here 
he stayed four hours, and tested all the arrangements with great scientific know- 
ledge. Professor Baginsky’s latest invention, a new bed for newly-born children 
met with his great approval. | : 

In close proximity to Paris the Baron has a farm, the so-called “Eagle 
Farm,’ the products of which are devoted to charity; every morning enormous 
quantities of milk are sent to Paris, mostly sterilised, and are given to the poor 
either for nothing, or at a ridiculously low price. 

The Baron is not in any way connected with the great banking firm in Paris ; 
it is managed entirely by his two uncles. . 

The Baron has his most able helpmate in all his charitable work in his 
charming wife, a Miss Weissweiler, of Frankfurt-am-Main, and it is no secret 
that she made a most pleasing impression on the Empress Frederick, who had a 
lengthy conversation with her. 

It would be wrong to close this sketch without a word about the lady, who 
fostered in Baron Henri these ideal aims, and who really engendered them. It 
is no other than his mother, the widowed Baroness Therise, personified good- 
ness and charity. She is in the truest sense of the word a mother for the poor 
and for the orphans. She comforts the lonely, tends the sick, and with untiring 
care and energy she endeavous to lessen their sorrow and pain, to heal the 
wounds with which their paths are beset. She has also erected in Berck-sur-Mer 
a hospital for sick children, “ The Baron James Seaside Hospital.” Here, over 
100 scrofulous children are tended and kept until quite restored to health. 
The Director of the Institution is Dr. Henri de Rothschild, assisted by a 
surgeon, Dr. Calot, and a few others. : | 

The Baroness has also written several works depicting the horrors of the 
last war, and has endeavoured by true charity and gentleness to equalise the 
national severity of both nations. 

It is much to be desired that the noble example set by Baron Henri de 
Rothschild may stimulate others who are blessed with such talents and means 


to devote if not all, at least some of them, for the good of their less fortunate 
fellow-creautures,

ITALY. 

Commendatore Vittorio Ottolenghi has been appointed Inspector General 
of Railways in Italy. After completing his studies at the University of Padua 
he devoted himself to the construction of railways in Central Italy, and took a 
prominent part in the prereing of the Mount Cems Tunnel. Some years later 
Signor Ottolenght became Chief Inspector of the Upper Italian Railways. He 
has now gamed the highest post in connection with railways. 

ROUMANTA. 

The Minister of Pubhe Tnstruction: has been on a visit to Jassv, and the 
Jewish community there has taken advantage of his presence to call his atten- 
tion to the hardship which the new Billon Secondary Education, prepared by 
his predecessor, would infliet on the Jews. The object of this Bill is to elimn- 
nate Jews from Secondary Schools in the same way that the Act of 1803 has 

wactically shut out Jewish children from elementary and technical schools. The 
iiniater in reply to the deputation, assured them that he did not consider the 
Bill liberal nor equitable to the Jews. He agreed that it needed radical revision, 
and with this object he had referred it toa Commission, composed of former 
Secretaries-General in the Ministry of Instruction, and of teachers of secondary 
education, with the view to its being modified in a liberal sense. He had already 
been informed from Bucharest that the provision regulating the admission of 
pupils, Of which the Jews justly complained, had been rejected by the majority 
of the Commission.

According to the Petershurgskija Woyedonesti, the law promulgated in the 
Forties, prohibiting the residence of Jews in Siberia under any conditions, has 
heen renewed by the Senate, which has also added a clause including those Jews 
who have passed the highest schools. a :

DAVID LEVY: POET AND PATRIOT. 


[FROM A OORRESPONDENT. | 


Dr. 8S. H. Margulies, the Chief Rabbi of Florence, has recently published a 
Study of the Life and Works of David Levy. Who is David Levy? the reader 
may ask. He must not be confused with that worthy David Levy, the trans- 
lator of the Machser, who lived in London a century ago, Though he is 
wobably but little known in England, David Levy is one of the most remarkable 
fancies of the present century. As a poet and a patriot, as a Jew and an 
Italian, he has played a part which will secure him an enduring place both ‘in 
Jewish history and in the annals of Italy. All through his long life--he has 
now attained to the age of 81—his fine intellectual powers have been devoted 
to the service of his native country, and the interests of his coreligionists, He 
has taken an active part in Italian politics, being a prominent member of the 
band of patriots who, in the first half of the present century, laboured for the 
cause of Italian unity. Asa poet, his patriotic songs have been devoted to this 
cause. At the same time, he has never ceased by pen and voice to labour for 
the recognition of Jewish rights. The position which Italy holds to-day, and 
the position of Jews in that country, both are in no small measure due to the 
life-etforts of this gifted Jew. Zion and Italy are the two countries dearest to 
his patriotic heart. 

David Levy was born in 1816 in Chieri, near Turin, in Piedmont. His 
vrandfather represented the Piedmontese Jews at Napoleon the Great's 
Sanhedrin. Asalad, he received a profound Jewish training in his father’s 
home, which was the resort of men of learning of all creeds. One of his first 
efforts in Hebrew poetry was an elegy which he composed on the death of his 
grandfather. About the same time he commenced composing Italian poetry. 
At first he was intended by his parents for business. But having no liking for 


the counting-house, he exchanged it for the university, and studied jurisprudence, | 


literature and philosophy at Pisa and Parma. 

At the former place of learning he fought a duel with a fellow-student who 
had insulted him for being a Jew, and having seriously wounded his antagonist, 
he was compelled to flee to Genoa, He was scarcely twenty years of age when 
he took part in a political organisation of which Mazzini and Montanelli were 
the leading spirits. In 1841, having been created a Doctor of Laws, he removed 
to Paris, subsequently settling down in Venice. There he wrote some of his 


best known poems—“ Three Pilgrims,” “The Everlasting Jew,” and The. 


Bible”; and the first part of his 4¢ Profeta, All these writings glow with an 
intense love of Judaism, at the same time that they exhibit him as an ardent 
Itahan patriot. His life-work 1s a splendid answer to Goldwin Smith's question : 
Can Jews be Patriots ! 

While the condition of the Italian Jews had been very indifferent in’ his 
youth, in 1846 it commenced to show improvement. Pius TX, ascended the 
,apal Throne, and not Jews only, but all Ttaly, looked for enlarged liberties 
from his enlightened rule. Inan “Ode to the Pope,’ David Levy yreeted the 
new Pontiff as the apostle of freedom, He besought him while advancing the 
liberties of a united Italy, not to forget the condition of the Jews who had so 
long been oppressed. Pius [X. thanked him for his poem, and sent him his 
blessing. In 1847, six hundred of the principal citizens of the Savoy presented 

the next 
year saw the fulfilment of this request. 

When the revolution broke out in Venice and Lombardy, Levy was to the 
front in the movement, firing the Italian youth to deeds of bravery by his war- 
song, L’/teliana ; and when the long-cherished dream of Italian unity was about 
to be realised, it was Levy who voiced the popular sentiment ina volume of 
poems: atria ed Amori, and a drama, entitled The Martyrs of Naples.” 

Levy now became a candidate for Parliament, but he was defeated by the 
Reactionary Party. War broke out again in 1859, and once more it was the 
Jewish poet who roused the spirits of his countrymen by his martial song : 
Martirio Redenzione, which he dedicated to Garibaldi. The following year 
At once he associated himself with 
Ratazzi and Cavour, the latter of whom entrusted him with many an important 
mission, In this capacity also he laboured with great success for the Jewish 
cause. Subsequently, he retired from Parliamentary life in order to devote his 
remaining years to literature, | 

By common consent his literary masterpiece is a philosophical drama— 
Jl Profeta, 'Vhe hero of this:poem is the prophet Jeremiah, and the subject the 
destruction of Jerusalem, It has been said of this great work by an Italian 


- writer of eminence that “it has raised Italian literature to a height which had 


never been attained since Dante.” It has certainly placed him in the front rank 
of Italian poets. It must be very gratifying to Jews to reflect that Levy has 
chosen a Jewish subject, and one of such pathetic interest, for so celebrated a 
piece of literature. | 

Although 81 years of age, David Levy is still in the full enjoyment of his 
intellectual powers. “ His eye is not dim, nor his natural force abated.” Never- 
theless, his old age is threatened by another evil which 1s, perhaps as unfortunate 
as intellectual or physical decay. David Levy has fallen upon evil days. His 
whole life has been so ungrudgingly spent in the service of his fellow-ereatures 
that he never gave any thought for himself, The result is that his old age is 
quite unprovided for, The man who has achieved so much for the Jews of Italy 
is at the present time—to their discredit be it said—spending the evening of his 
life in absolute penury. He is deprived of every physical comfort that might 
smooth his “7 to the grave. But though those who have benefited most 
directly by his life-labours have thus ungratefully deserted him, his work is not 
unrecognised by that larger community of Jewish scholars of which he is so 
bright an ornament. It is at any rate satisfactory to know that a fund has been 
started to provide for his old-age. The committee who have organised it consist 
of the following scholars: Drs. Berliner, Hildesheimer and Karpeles of Berlin, 
Dr. Kaufmann of Budapest, and Dr, Margulies of Florence. ‘Those who desire 
to contribute to the fund may forward their benefactions to Dr. Margulies or 
any of the other committeemen, It is hoped that the publication of these facts 
in the Jewish Chronicle may not be without its effect on English readers.

If the truth of a hypothesis be proved by its fruitfulness (and this is one of 
the most trustworthy tests), Professor D. H. Miiller’s theory as to the Strophic

But has, 
through the aid of Dr. A. Berliner, been able to use the Roman MSS. of the 
treatise, and thus, the new issue was fully justified, and deserves a weleome. Parts 
of it ought to be translated into English, 


The only Jewish school mayazine at present living makes its welcome 
reappearance this month, The Zowa/ley Castle Magazine is a bright and vivacious 
little publication. 

In an interesting “appreciation” of the career of Mr. Joseph Jacobs, Prof. 
R. Gottheil (the New York Critic, January 25rd, 1807) has this piquant passage 
regarding Mr. Jacobs’ American lecture on the Future of Judaism :— , 

Following the late James Darmesteter, he found Judaism's justification for a future 
existence to be, not only in its preaching the Monotheistic idea, but also in its upholding 
the Messianic ideal, especially as this is expressed in the conception of Universal peace, 
Bat in doing this he ran the risk that every prophet runs—of prophesying too much for 
some, too little for others. The course in Philadelphia was delivered before the orthodox 
wing of the Jewish Church; in Cincinnati, Chicago and Cleveland before the more radical 
wing. Both wings, I imagine, tuk some umbrage at the acute eye of the historian—a sure 
eign that he had hit upon the weak points in the positions of both parties, 

Mr. Jacobs certainly ought to publish these attractive lectures—marked as they 
were by equal orivinality and courage.
